
lo On 3 January 1953 9 the barracks installation on Braun sdorfer Str&sse in 
Fuerstanv&ld© was occupied by an estimated 600 to 300 soldiers who wore 
red-bordered black epaulets with artillery* tank, motor transport and 25X1 
signal insignia* During the night of 2 January, some of the unite 
quartered there left the installation toward Rauen-S tor kov * Twelve field 
howitzers and an undetermined number of AT guns and mortars were noticed® 

Some of the motor vehicles were occupied by soldiers and some were loaded 
with billeting equipment . The barracks bu5.ldj.ngs were only partially 
lighted after the troops had left® On 3 January, the units had not 
returned * Between 3 and 10 &,m. on 6 January, four groups each of 40 to 
50 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets were observed marching 
toward the Rauensche Siegelei (brickworks) * The soldiers were equipped 
with parkas and snowshoes. They were orient : :i and practiced moving in 
the terrain * Between 9 a a, and 10:45 a 0 Eu on 3 January, about 120 soldiers 
wearing winter clothes war© engaged in field training in the training 
area northwest of the installation D - 


On 3 January, the Fionier Kaserne on Garten Strasse was occupied by an 
estimated 1,000 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets with tank 
and motor transport insignia and black-bordered black and blue-bordered 
black epaulets with signal insignia after * on 1 January, the engineer 
units had left , the installation. Between 3 and 10 a»m<, on 3 January, 
about 30 soldiers wearing red-bordered black epaulets wore seen engaged
